NO FEAR OF THE FEVER, 


A Tampa Doctor Talks of Disease 


and Troops in Cuba. 


TAMPA, FLA., May 10.—Dr. Qntts- 


ns ol the marine hospital servioe, who is 
here on a commission of tbe TJnltad States 
government to go to Cuba with (be army 
of Invasion on special duty In connection 
with yellow fever and troploal diseases, 
has had several conferences with General 
Shatter and the surgeons of the army 
about the dieadfnl epldemlo of Cnbi. He 
uld: 


"The far greater part of the territory of 


Cuba la free from the yellow fever Infec- 
tion. The disease IB, In fact, oironm- 
sorlbed to tbe larger acd more Important 
seaport towns. The Interior of the island 
In a general way, may be oonildered free 
from infection. The sea ooait, ontalde of 
the centers of popnlation, is as free trom 
yellow fever as the highest mountain!. 


"On the other hand, It Is well to know 


that there is no part of the territory of 
Cuba where yellow fever may not be oar- 
rUd. Tbe experience of tbo Spanish 
Illustrates this very clearly. It has been 
their praotlce to make the city of Havana 
tbelr base of supplies. They have actual- 
ly had, and probably still have, a large 
depot of military outfits In tbe San Am- 
boslo hospital of Havana. These supplies 
became infected 10 that this yellow fever 
hospital in Havana may be looked upon 
as a distributing center of the disease to 
tbe Spanish army. If, therefore, we 
should be able to keep our army onteide 
of the yellow fever center, If we have our 
base of supplies In the United States, if 
these supplies are landed or kept at an 
nnlnfected port, and If we were able to 


prevent communication between the arm 
and the Infected locations, all the forces 
of the United States conlcl be held ia 
Cuba withont danger of infection. AS to 
Individual precautions, we know of coce 
that have proved successful 
This same 


army, if brought to the olty of Havanj 
would become seriously and fatally infect- 
ed. In spite of all the measures dlctatej 
by modern sanitation. 


"After the downfall of the tfpanlah col- 


onlal government the great question of 
the permanent sanitation o( Havana win 
confront ns, and I believe It can he dealt 
with successfully, at least to the extent of 
removing from yell*w lever the epidemic 
character it now has.

| Am unfortunate instance has been re^ 
leently given here of the gulf that still 
keparatea the papal party and the king- 
ly party, socially aa well ae politioally. 
'An extremely rich foreign countess, 
,-wbo hat, jnany friends both among the 
^Blacks and Whites, and who is noted 
for the costliness of her cotillon pres- 
ents, sent out cards for weekly dances, 
for the whole of the season. The first; 
Bance passed off brilliantly, the rooms 
^ing crowoVd with people of every va- 
j-iety of opinion. Before the next dance 
[took place it was rumored that the 
count of Turin would be present, with 
the result that few of the blacks put 
in an appearance. The following week 
the general attendance was so small 
that the hostess has made the royal ball 
et the Quirinal the excuse for not re- 
ceiving thin week, and has gone to Flor- 
ence to nurse a sick sister, without, I 
am told, giving any intimation that her 
jreceptiocs are discontinued. 
Seeing 


that her position in Rome was assured, 
the lady in question has some grounds 
lor tbe indignation she is said to feel, 
since, being a foreigner, her palace wa« 
neutral ground. 


Some years ago a similar incident 


happened to an American woman who 
had been honored by the appearance of 
,the duke of d'Aosta at one of her balls. 
She had issued invitations for a second 
ball, but before it took place she learned 
[that the presence of the duke had 
caused much senseless gossip among 
the pontifical Romans, and that a great 
tmany people who had accepted herhos- 
jpitality were publicly giving out that 
they did not intend to go to her house 
jagain. The womajj took no notice of 
Ithe rumors, but on the night of the ball, 
when 290 or 300 carriages drove up to 
[he door, their occupants were informed 
that "Madame did not receive." Nor 
lid she ever entertain the Romans again. 


The foreign hostess in Rome is cer- 


Itainly in a position of great difficulty. 
If she receives royalty the black party 
refuse to attend her parties, and where 
the blacks, among whom are the noblest 
and oldest Roman families, do not ap- 
pear many of the whites, and certainly 
jail the leaser fry, have a trick of stirug- 
King their shoulders and saying that 
jFhe woman whose hospitality they arc 
enjoying "cannot be bien rue because 
there are so few Romans here." Oner 
In awhile such hostesses retort by clos- 
png their doors on blacks and whites 
alike, and either shake the dust of the 
(Eternal city from their feet or satisfy 
their hospitable instincts by entertain- 
ing the foreign colony; but every win- 
ter there are one or more instance* of 
tie kind. If either the blacks or the 
Whites had a definite line of action 
these contretemps—which undoubtedly 
give foreigners the opportunity of crit- 
icisms the reverse of favorable—would 
not occur. But in society, as in every 
other department of Italian life, the ol<J 
is struggling against the influence of 
the new, and these recrudescences of 


;tbe- bitter division, between the pope's 
followers and those of the king are 
really the old spirit reasserting iUelf. 
if the present representatives of tha 
plack party rigidly keep aloof from the 
[society which was not solely of the 
pope's side, as did their fathers, H for- 
|eigner living in Rome, whose sympa- 
thies were not wholly papal, would 
peter be admitted within their circle. 
(Time will probably bring about the de- 
feired fusion, but in the meantime it 
is distinctly hard on foreign hostesses 
|—without whom the winter season for 
the Romans would be shorn of much 
of its brilliancy and gayety—that th« 
(present distinctly chaotic state of 
[things should lead to their humiliation.
